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2. phrase “Thank-You” is still one of the most effective ex- 
pressions in the world. Often its usage uttered in the simplest fashion 
offers greater reward than the most noble prize. The ministry of say- 
ing “Thank-You” is a vast neglected field by ministers and laymen 
alike. This is especially so in the realm of Christian music. The per- 
centage of un-sung singers and un-thanked musicians is probably 
greater in many of our churches than any other area of our program. 


What a gigantic throng of musicians and singers there is in our 
circles that would be “better” singers and “better” musicians if they 
were to receive from us, more words of encouragement and blessing 


Perhaps our hesitancy to say “Thank-You” as often as we 
should, stems from the thinking that too much praise “Goes to the 
head.” Though the theory has merit in some cases, we must observe 
the possibility that we may have pushed the pendulum too far. The 
righteous “middle-of-the-road” standard calls for a conservative 
yet sufficient expression of our gratitude to spur our musicians on 
to greater effectiveness in the service of the Lord. Though we ban 
open applause let us not be void of appreciation. Let us enlarge our 
“Thank-You” ministry.

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YNHESE are days of great uncer- 
tainty about many things. Un 
certainty is a very unwholesome frame 
of mind. It is nerve-wracking. Espec- 
jally is this true when it concerns a 
matter of grave importance. All will 
agree that one’s relationship to God 
is of prime importance. It is also im- 
portant that one know something 
very definite about the life to come 
and about one’s relationship to eter- 
nity. 

_ There are some who tell us that 
religion is a field of speculation and 
that one cannot be definite about re- 
ligious matters. They point to the 
many different religious denomina- 
tions and the great variety of churches 
and say, “You see, if one could be 
certain there would not be so many 
different churches and denomina- 
tions.” 

We wish to state that there are 
some facts a person should know and 
be positive about regardless of what 
religious group he is affiliated with. 
And, indeed, unless he is positive 
about these truths it will do him lit-. 
tle good to belong to any church or 
denomination. 

The writer has just finished reading 
the First Epistle of John. In it he has 
found. that John uses the word “know” 
in some form no less than thirty-six 
times. Sometimes it is used in connec- 
tion with what God knows; some- 
times it refers to what the unsaved do 
or do not know; most often, however, 
it refers to WHAT THE BELIEVER 
KNOWS. 

It is interesting to note in 1 John 
9:3 the statement, “we do know that 
we know.” It is a good thing to be 
able to say, “we know.” It suggests 
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certainty rather than uncertainty; the 
positive rather than the negative. It 
is a blessed assurance. The blind song 
writer Fanny Crosby expressed it in 
the beautiful words of her hymn: 
“Blessed assurance, Jesus is mine] 
Oh what a foretaste of glory 
divine! 
Heir of salvation, purchase of 
God, 
Born of His Spirit, washed in 
His blood. 

Let us look at a number of facts 
concerning which the believer can be 
sure: 

1. We can know that we know 

Him 


1 Jno. 2:3 “And hereby we do 
_ know that we know Him, if we 
keep His commandments.” 


It is only the one who is knowingly 
disobeying the plainly revealed will 
of God who should have any uncer- 
tainty concerning his knowledge of 
God. The one who is walking in the 
light has that inner consciousness of 
fellowship with the Father, He knows 
God. Ask such a follower of Christ 
and he will tell you without any un- 
certainty whatsoever that he knows 
God. The Holy Spirit within bears 
witness to his relationship to the 
Father, for as he continues to obey 
God, the Holy Spirit continues to wit- 
ness to sonship. 

2. The fruit of the “New Birth.” 
1 Jno. 2:29 “If ye know that he 
is righteous, ye know that 
every one that doeth righteous- 


ness is born of him. 
Right living is the fruit of the new 
birth, The word “righteousness” im- 
plies straightness. There are many 


fruits which one may expect toxfind 
in the life of one who has been “born 
again.” The most important of alt is 
that righteousness, or a straight walk. 
The apostle tells us that the way we 
know that one has been born again 
is that he walks straight. He lives 
right. It is the result of the new na- 
ture implanted in the soul as a result — 
of being “born from above.” 
8. The love of the brethren. 
1 Jno. 8:14 “We know that we 
have passed from death unto 
life, because we love the breth- 
ren. He that loveth not his 
brother abideth in death.” 
There are many today who testify 
that before they became Christians 
they hated the church, they hated 


‘preachers, they hated those who pro- 


fessed to be followers of Christ. But 
something happened. When God 
saved them they found that they loved 
the things they once had hated. They 
loved the services of God's house. 
They loved those who ministered the 
precious Word of life. They loved 
prayer, the Bible, and they loved 
those who, like themselves, were be- 
lievers on the Lord Jesus Christ. 

4. The abiding Spirit. 

1 Jno. 3:24 “And he that keep- 
eth his commandments dwell- 
eth in him, and he in him. And 
hereby we know that he abid- 
eth in us, by the Spirit which 
he hath given us.” 

Oh what a wonder is this that 
though the Lord is high, yet hath he 
respect unto the lowly,” and He has 
come to dwell within these hearts of 
ours. How do we know that God 
dwells within? We have “inside in- 
formation.” We have a witness with-

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hateaubriand said, “Music is 
4) the child of prayer, the 
companion of religion,” for 


it is in connection with the worship 
of the creator that music, the language 
of angels, reaches its loftiest heights. 
Music is the language of praise, in- 
articulate, unfathomable speech which 
“leads us to the edge of the infinite” 
and lifts our hearts to God. 

But music has missed the mark in 
our Pentecostal services many times 
by collapsing into a cheap kind of sen- 
sual entertainment. God gave us ears 
to hear and the sensitivity to enjoy 
music, for its own sake; but music in 
the church service has a more impor- 
tant goal, that of waking the soul to 
worship God. Try to explain it as we 
may, music will more quickly urge a 
man into the front rank of battle than 
an argument, and an anthem sung un- 
der the unction of the Holy Spirit will 
excite his devotion sooner than a log- 
ical, homiletical discourse. Music is 
a powerful tool placed in our hands 
by God. How can we use it wisely? 

First of all, let us ask ourselves the 
question, “Why do we want this par- 
ticular song?” Is it its catchy rhythm 
that intrigues me? Are those luscious 
modern chords too beautiful to pass 
by? Will it “tickle the ears” of the 
people? The musical director here 
faces precisely the same problem 
which faces every preacher when he 
prepares his message . . . where shall 
he draw the line between making 
things acceptable and palatable and 
making them instructional and inspir- 
ational? This question is not resolved 
easily. 

Just as the preacher must slant his 
messages to reach ALL his congrega- 
tion, regardless of their intellectual 
capacity and of the extent to which 
they have developed that capacity, so 
the music man must plan to reach 
those of all levels of musical experi- 
ence. An impossible task, you say. 
Not necessarily, for all of us enjoy mu- 
sic which is sincere, enthusiastic, and 
not extreme in any direction. We 
like a variety of diet. We want to be 
lifted out of ourselves. Music which 
is extreme is limited in its effective- 
ness by the very nature of its construc- 
tion. I would venture to say that there 
is no honest member of our constitu- 
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ency who does not like a mild form 
of western music nor a little well- 
handled modern harmony once in a 
while. It is the abuse of these tech- 
niques which we object to. Music in 
a church service, then, should not be 
extreme in any one style if it is to 
please and uplift the majority of the 
congregation. 

How many pastors have had to 
teach their people to worship the 
Lord! How many of them have had 
to lead them into a spirit of freedom 
and liberty in their prayer. Usually 
singers and musicians must be taught 
the same sort of worshipful attitude. 
What a difference between two rendi- 
tions of the same arrangement of the 
same song, one by an unexpressive 
soloist however well-trained, and the 
other by a singer whose transparent 
sincerity makes the entire congrega- 
tion feel the same lilt, the same dedi- 
cation, or the same quiet worship 
which he feels. Congregations are 
not made to enter into this wonderful, 
yet unexplainable feeling of liberty in 
the Holy Spirit by a command. They 
are led into it by the pastor; gradual- 
ly learning the joy of heart-felt adora- 
tion expressed in an unembarrassed 
way to the Lord. Pastors should use 
the same method in encouraging their 
musicians to express worship rather 
than virtuosity. A fifteen minute peri- 
od spent with the pastor listening to 
a group or soloist, making appropriate 
suggestions, and offering encourage- 
ment would certainly be time well 
spent. 

How conscious we have become as 
a movement that we cannot sit by and 
in a haphazard way watch our Sunday 
Schools grow, our teachers increase 
in long-range effectiveness or our 
building plans automatically become 
efficient plants. Could I add to that 
this rather obvious, but too often for- 


gotten statement — we cannot sit } 
and in a haphazard way watch ow 
musical departments develop. Ti 
average young, rather inexperiencec#) 
and certainly underpaid musical 4 
rector needs encouragement, counse: 
ling, and understanding which ta 
mature pastor of experience is we: 
able to give. How long would a Su 
day School superintendent contin: 
to work happily with a pastor wh: 
either ignored him or condescendee 
long enough to “lower the boom” e 
ery time the superintendent innocent 
ly did something wrong. Patienthl 
the pastor deals with his superintem 
dent, his youth leader, his ushers, ana 
in a kindly, effective manner teache 
them to fit into the total church pic 
ture. How many of our young, somes 
times bungling assistants could hav 
been put ahead years of time in thei 
ministry if they had been handled iz 
the same fatherly fashion in which tha 
pastor deals with his Christ Ambas: 
sador President. 

For the majority of our churcheg 
who do not have assistants, the burder 
of dealing directly with the musicians 
and would-be musicians falls into the 
lap of the pastor or his wife. One 
thing has come to my attention in the 
last fifteen years as I have travelle 
around our district. Some churche 
have developed admirably over the 
years. Their Sunday Schools have 
grown in numbers, organizational ef- 
ficiency, and teacher performance; 
their buildings have been modified to 
make them more useful and attractive; 
their people have developed in many 
ways; in many churches music depart- 
ments have been revolutionized. In 
others, their overall picture has im- 
proved, but no achievement of im- 
provement has been made in the music 
department. What accounts for this? 


In every instance in which the mu- 
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sic department has shown a growth 
there has been on the part of at least 
one person a definite interest in im- 
proving the specials, the congrega- 
tional singing and the accompaniment, 
and hours of work have gone into it. 
Nothing worthwhile is gained without 
sacrifice and I am a very firm believ- 
er that musicians are more often made 
than are musicians born. 

Perhaps one of the problems faced 
by the musical director which is not 
faced by the pastor is that of coopera- 
tion. The pastor preaches his sermon 
by himself. His success or failure is 
usually up to him alone. But the di- 
rector may fail because Sister Unde- 
pendable did not come to rehearsal 
or because he is trying to encourage 
Brother “Not-so-Good-on-his-trumpet” 
to find his place of responsibility in 
the church. 

This winter I remarked ‘to my sec- 
retary, “Our job would be easy if it 
weren't for people.” And it would be 
.... but the rewards of the man or 
woman who deals in people are so 
rich that they outweigh the headaches 
and times of stretched-thin patience. 
For essentially, our task is not to pro- 
duce music of high calibre; our task 
is to lift the hearts of the people in 
worship, to teach church members the 
joy of service and the strength which 
sacrifice and a sense of responsibility 
produce, and to make the services 
stronger and more enjoyable. 

Here are some concrete suggestions 
which the average Assembly of God 
church in our district could execute: 
Organize the music department; put a 
certain amount annually into the bud- 
get; allow representation from the mu- 
sic department in the executive plan- 
ning committee of the church; plan 
for special music nights. Arrange for 
he pastor to meet with musicians col- 
ectively and individually .. . . the 
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time spent will pay dividends in the 
church services (and what pastor is 
not primarily interested in his serv- 
ice??). Keep a record of special mu- 
sic so that everyone gets a chance and 
so that no one person is worked to 
death. Try out your budding young 
pianists in Sunday School, children’s 
church, and CA’s; that’s where I start- 
ed. Write to Bethany Bible College 
for suggestions. Make it a point to 
talk with other pastors or church 
workers from churches the same size 
as yours. Look into the graded choir 
system (this simply means adding one 
or more children’s choirs to your adult 


choir). Try a system of thank-you 
notes to be sent by a responsible per- 
son in your church who cannot do oth- 
er work to encourage the soloists. Plan 
a special service every month or every 
three months (or every year during 
a slump season like August) built 
around a theme such as Heaven, Sec- 
ond Coming, or Christ our Pilot, inter- 
weaving scripture and concluding 
with a stirring evangelistic message. 

Music is to enjoy, to profit by, to 
work with, to become a part of us. Is 
your church using music to its fullest

Along with acquiring all the know- 
ledge we can we must get down on 
our knees daily and ask the Lord for 
guidance, 

Parents must establish regular and 
consistent home training. Our church- 
es must intensify the Sunday School 
training program, putting more Gos- 
pel into it.

When a man walks close to Jesus, 
filled with His spirit, living a life 
separated unto Him, there can only 
be one desire and that is to share the 
burden that drove Jesus to Calvary— 
the redeeming of the lost. We cannot 
rest upon another premises for they 
are only supplementary incentives. 
There must be that great conquest 
within our soul of reaching out for 
the souls of men. 

Man is deficient in himself. He does 
not have what it takes in this present 
world to live a happy life. After the 
fall of Adam something died within 
man. Jesus Christ came to restore this 
through Calvary. There must be some- 
thing between God and man that 
prompts man to share in reaching 
men. This selfish age is trying to lead 
us into the vein of doing everything 
for mans recognition, and prominence, 
and power, which is extrinsic motiva- 
tion. Deep within a man there must 
be such a firm consciousness and con- 
fidence in God and in His Word that 
he is willing to lay his whole life at 
the disposal of God and to become so

Let us pray and preach until — 
the hearts of our congregation will 
burn with that desire and the yearn- 
ing that only can be quenched as they 
bring the souls of men to God. It is 
this type of Intrinsic Motivation that 
is the only answer for the growth that » 
we need for the future. Conventions, 
and rallies spark this. Other types of 
promotion are absolutely necessary, 
but not sufficient in themselves. 

It is my firm conviction that this is 
the next step to growth within our 
Assembly of God Sunday Schools. 
This portion of scripture, Psalms 51: 
12 & 13, has become a guiding light 
to my own ministry and I have 
preached on it in Sunday School Ral- 
lies. “Restore unto me the joy of thy 
Salvation, uphold me with Thy free 
spirit. Then will I teach transgressors 
thy ways; and sinners shall be con- 
verted unto thee.” Thus, our license 
to teach is joy. and spirit which is 
definitely the fruit of intrinsic of in- 
side motivation. The closer we are 
drawn to Jesus, the more of His Re- 
demptive purpose is poured through 
us.
